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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the claims recite the jet 
pumps performing level-balancing of surge chambers is not persuasive since the claims does not explicitly recite continuous running of jet 
pumps in state of imbalance. 

Applicant's argument that Sinz and Coha fail to provide level-balancing is not persuasive since Sinz discloses the fuel jet pumps at a 
minimum designated height in the tanks and it have been obvious that when placed inside the surge tanks the suction inlet of the jet pumps 
would be at a designated minimum height in the surge tanks. Furthermore, the jet pumps would inherently stop pumping fluid when the 
filling level drops below the suction inlet of the jet pump. . 
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
